The Story Behind the 


Ted Smith, MPC's Equal Opportunity 
Program Director, has been charged 
with assualt by means of force upon 
the person of Dr. George Faul, Presi- 
dent of MPC. Faul has withdrawn all 
charges against Smith, but the prose- 
cution is still being continued by 
the District Attorney's office of 
Monterey. Smith has been arraigned 
and entered a plea of not guilty, and 
the preliminary hearing has been set 
for Monday, May 4. 

The incident that led to Smith's 
arrest and subsequent charges oc- 
curred last Thursday afternoon, April 
23. Smith had been in a meeting with 
Dr. Faul; Dean of Student Personnel, 
Jack Bessire; and Leon Fletcher, Co- 


Alquist. FOF 
Is Underfunded 


Sacramento--Senator Alfred E. Al- 
quist (D-San Jose) on April 22 told 
a community college group that admi- 
nistration cuts in Educational Oppor- 
tunity Programs (EOP) could cause a 
"Disastrous situation" on many cam- 
puses next year. 

"Many disadvantaged students who 
entered the program in good faith and 
are succeeding in vocational and aca- 
demic studies may be left high and 
dry," Alquist declared. 

He said 13,500 community college 
students are currently being directly 
aided by the program, created by le- 
gislation the Senator authored last 
year. EOP is designed to help pro- 
mising students overcome barriers of 
poverty or inadequate previous school- 
DCs 

Alquist pointed out that the Cal- 
ifornia Community Coldege Board of 
Governors had requested $6 million 
for 1970-71, which would merely keep 
the funding at current levels. He 
said, however, that the Department 
of Finance had "arbitrarily cut the 
figure to $45) million. 

He noted the state's 83 community 
colleges have submittéd applications 
for EOP funding totaling $12 million 
for 1970=74.- 

State College EOP programs were 
also underfunded, he said. 

Alquist told the California Junior 


ordinator of Instructional Services. 
The meeting centered around a pro- 
posed program written by Smith; the 
program Smith said was a "college 
readiness play for the physically 

and culturally handicapped that came, 
not from me alone, but rather out of 
the frustration of the whole Black 
community." The program, if approved 
Said Smith, was to be funded by the 
Federal Government and no funds would 
be asked of the college. 

This program, if approved, was to 
have started this summer. Its aim 
was to deal with the history of Black 
people as well as the present, and to 
insure that they had the basic skills 
and knowledge to not only succeed but

Accord- 
ing to Dean Bessire, the question 
that arose during the meeting was 
whether this program would fit Gov- 
ernment specifications. The specifi- 
cations, said Bessire, were aimed at 
the Junior College level, and one 
question was whether this program

should come under our sanction, or 
under the sanction of the Monterey 
Unified School District. Smith's 
program, as understood, was to have 
been a much broader one, covering 
ages down to the grammar school level. 
Bessire also said, "I don't think 
anyone questions the need for such a 
program. What we were trying to de- 
termine was simply whether or not 
this program would fit the Govern- 
ment's specifications."

Parliament Elections to be Held

ASMPC (Associated Students Monte- 
rey Peninsula College) elections 
will be held on May 20, 1970. 

Ed Norris, Director of Student 
Activities, announced last week that 
Sign-up dates for candidates would 
Start on April 27 and continue 
through May 8. Candidates will sign 
up in his office in T-2. Appropriate 
forms and assistance to candidates 
are available in his office and will 
be expedited by his assistants. 

Following the official entry of a 
candidate, May 11-15 has been desig- 
nated as campaign week, during which 
an open forum will be held on the 
library patio where each candidate 
will be introduced and be given an 
opportunity to state his objectives. 

Generally speaking, any student 
who is carrying 12 units and expects 
to carry 12 units: next fall is 
qualified to run for the two Houses 
of Parliament, the House of Commons 
and House of Lords. The number in 
each House is predicated on a one-in- 
a-hundred membership of the total 
student body enrolled as regular stu- 
dents. At present the Parliament 
has a strength of 18 members. 

The Prime Minister, who is the 
chief executive of ASMPC, is elected 
by the Parliament at their first 
regular meeting after election. 

Ken Danley, the present energetic 
Prime Minister and whose term of of- 
fice expires with this election, had 
some interesting comments to make of 
his experience as Prime Minister. 
"The trouble," says Danley, "is the 
lack of whole-hearted participation 
and cooperation from the majority of 
the Parliament members. Of the 18 
elected not over half a dozen are 
willing to help out. This Leaves a 
very formidable burden on those will- 
ing to work and on the Prime Minis- 
ter.” “Of apathy; (Danley said;,. “that 
out of a student enrollment of ap- 
proximately 2,100 students only 187 
voted in.the last election held in 


Littlefield Clarifies Herald Quotes 


Robert Littlefield, executive 
vice-president of Monterey Savings 
and Loan, has softened his attack 
against MPC President Dr. George 
Faul. Littlefield who was quoted as 
saying, "We've got to get Faul out 
of there (MPC)," in response to Jer- 
ry Rubin's controversial appearance 
here, declaimed his statement as 
"something Rubin would say." He 
added that he is not going to fight 


over the situation. 
To his statement that ne would 


fight against bond issues for MPC, 
Littlefield said he would not. "I 
want what's best for MPC," commented 
the Savings and Loan executive vice- 
president. But he warned that "MPC 

is in danger when it represents either 
political extreme." Asked how this 
would endanger the college, Little- 
field said "The extreme Right or Left, 
when represented on campus will hurt 


MPC when it comes time to vote ona 
bond issue." People, said Little- 
field, don't remember all the good 
things at MPC when they step into a 
voter's box. They do, however, re- 
member things they disagree with. He 
cited Rubin as an example. 


In response to the controversy 
over Rubin's appearance the adminis- 
tration issued a statement which 
read in part "The college is bound by 
the California Board of Education 
which establishes that a civic center 
must exist at each public school 
building where organizations, clubs 
and associations formed may meet and 
discuss any subjects and questions 
which in their judgement appertain to 
the education, political, economic, 
artistic and moral interest of the 
citizens of the community." 

The statement also indicated that 


the use of campus facilities has been 
extended to approved student clubs in 
an action by the Board of Trustees in 
1965. The Peace-Action committee, 
which sponsored Rubin's appearance, 
is a club sanctioned by MPC. 

A statement by the faculty has not 
as yet been released.

Contestants will receive a starting 
time from an official near the drama 
department. The Starting time will be 
placed on a white card and placed in 
the contestant's teeth. When a runner 
completes the designated course his 
total time will be subtracted from 
the time he left the New Theater. It 
is from this that the time closest to 
46.93 seconds will be derived. 

The 46.93 seconds is the official 
time that Natty Bumppo ran the trail 
in 1670. Bumppo had been awakened 
by a ravaging bear late one night 
while camped on the trail. Bumppo 
quick to realize that his life was in 
danger quickly left his blankets and 
ran nude down the trail. With the 
bear at his heels Bumppo outran the 
bear and escaped. By counting the 
number of trees and dividing; by the 
number of branches on the trees that 
he passed Bumppo was able to estimate 
the time it took him to run the trail. 
This was explained much better in one 
of his later diaries in which he 
wrote, "That was the fastest I ever 
out ran a Bear bare."

Bookstore 
Strike Averted 


A strike by student employees of the 
Bookstore and Student Union has been 
avoided according to MPC student 
employee Robert Siler. 

The strike was called of, said Siler, 
after Prime Minister Ken Danley agreed 
to call a special meeting of Parlia- 
ment to discuss the demands of the 
employees. The meeting is scheduled 
for Monday at 12:00. 

The employees are calling for the 
minimum wage of $1.50 per hour to be 
boosted to $1.65 per hour with a five 
cent an hour raise after each con- 
tinuous semester of work. The pre- 
sent pay scale, said Siller, not only 
offers $1.50 as a minimum wage, but to 
get a five cent raise an employee must 
work for 300 hours. “An hour is an 
hour," said Siler, “and there is no 
reason why we should have to work for 
less than the National full-time 
minimum wage. 

Siler had approached Parliament be 
fore concerning the wage scale of 
student employees, but, he said, the 
motion was tabled by the Prime 
Minister.
